Chicago, Ju ly 2G.—With all p eace 
negotiations broken off and with all 
the allied trades u nions emp loy ed at 
the different p lants, with the ex cep ­ 
tion of tae teamsters and the station­ 
ary engineers, ou t on strike in sy m­ 
p athy with the bu tcher workmen who 
qu it work two weeks ago, the stock­ 
y ards strike has settled down to what 
p romises to be one of the bitterest 
fights between cap ital and labor in the 
history of America. 
As has been 
threatened for some time, the allied 
trades emp loy ed in the p acking in­ 
du stry qu it work when called on to 
assist the striking bu tchers in their 
efforts to bring the p ackers to terms. 
In sev eral Instances the men did not 
wait for the official notification from 
their leaders 
to go on strike, but 
threw down .aelr tools and qu it work 
of their own accord. At 6 o'clock last 
night the statement was made by 
Michael J. Donnelly , p resident of the 
bu tchers’ union, that ev ery union em­ 
p loy ed at the stocky ards with the ex ­ 
cep tion of the 
teamsters and engi­ 
neers, had resp onded to orders for a 
general sy mp athetic strike. 
The en­ 
gineers, he declared, would join the 
strikers today and u nless there was 
sp eedy settlement of the difficulty , he 
said the teamsters would u ndou btedly 
Join their brother workmen in their 
stru ggle for su p remacy . According to 
Mr. Donnelly , the sy mp athetic strike 
swelled the nu mber of men who hav e 
qu it work at the stbeky ards in Chi­ 
cago alone to nearly 30,000 p ersons. 
Both sides to the controv ersy declare 
that they are p erfectly satisfied with 
the p resent state of affairs arid that 
they are wnHng to make it a fight to 
a finish to determine who shall dictate 
the terms of a settlement. 
According to the p ackers the gen­ 
eral 
strike was a failu re, it being 
claimed by them that not ov er one- 
half th« members of the allied trades 
qu it wrtrk when officially called out 
by their leaders. 
The fu rther state­ 
ment was made by the p ackers that 
should all the union men decide to 
join the strikers it would make little 
difference to the emp loy ers, as they 
had sufficient resou rces to contest the 
grou nd for an indefinite p eriod. 
On 
the other hand, the labor leaders as­ 
sert. mat all the union emp loy es at the 
different p acking p lants, together with 
sev eral hu ndred emp loy es of the Un­ 
ion Stocky ards comp any , qu it work in 
resp onse to the general order for a 
sy mp athetic strike. 
A new p hase of the strike situ ation 
dev elop ed 
late y esterday afternoon, 
when notice was giv en by the u nions 
to the Indep endent p ackers at the 
stocky ards that their men would not 
be allowed to handle animals which 
had been brou ght into the y ards or 
handled in any way by non-union men. 
It Is necessary for these indep endent 
concerns to take all of their liv estock 
into their y ards ov er Union stock­ 
y ards ru nway s, where the stock mu st 
he handled by non-union men, since 
the u nion men emp loy ed by the stock­ 
y ards comp any in this line of work 
were among the emp loy es who joined 
the sy mp athetic strike. 
The u ltimatu m of the u nions leav es 
the indep endent p ackers no alterna­ 
tiv e bu t to receiv e their liv estock di­ 
rectly from tne cou ntry or else close 
down bu siness entirely . Before p eace 
negotiations had been entirely broken 
off rep resentativ es of the team sters’ 
u nion were in conference with the 
p ackers in an effort to arrange some 
sort of a settlement which would p re­ 
v ent a sp read of the strike. 
At this 
meeting the p ackers were asked to 
concede that the first p eace agree­ 
ment, signed last Wednesday 
and 
which was later rep u diated by the 
strikers when a second strike was 
called, be declared null and v oid and 
that the p ackers su bmit a new p rop o­ 
sition for p eace terms. 
The ccmmit- 
tee also notified the p ackers that the 
striking bu tchers would stand by last 
Satu rday ’s demand, which was that all 
men be reinstated within ten day s or 
heir cases be su bmitted to immedi­ 
ate arbitration; all bu tchers and cas­ 
ing men to be taken back within forty - 
eight hou rs after work was resu med. 
No p rogress towards a settlement was 
made at the conference, and the team­ 
sters committee retired to consider a 
new p rop osal.

After a fou r-hou r wTait the tired 
and disgu sted trav elers were taken on 
to Benton Harbor, arriv ing there at 
fiv e o’clock in the ev ening. 
They left 
for home at elev en and arriv ed here 
abou t sev en this morning, hav ing been 
ou t ail night.

The Schiller [and Johnson electrocu ­ 
tions, the first two witnessed by Dr. j 
How ard, were mechanically u nsu ccess- j 
fu l, bu t the last three w£ re p erfectly 
su ccessfu l from a scientific p oint of 
v iew.

The dispatch from Liao 
Yang to a news agency here reporting 
heavy fighting there all of Sunday, it 
would appear refers to this battle, and 
from this and other reports it seems 
that some thirty thousand Russians 
were engaged and that the battle to 
a great extent was an artillery duel, 
no mention being made of a cavalry 
charge, although the ground is fairly 
open and level.

stroy ing Them Suggested

The Woma n’s Home Compa nion for 
August, gives a tim ely w’a rning of the 
da nger of moths a nd ma kes the follow ­ 
ing suggestions: 
“ The most effectua l method of ren­ 
dering a house moth-proof is thorough 
spring a nd fa ll clea ning. 
Two of the 
a rch-enemies of moths a re clea nliness 
a nd light. 
A ttics a nd stora ge-rooms 
require light a nd ventila tion. 
The 
ceda r chest or closet ra nks first a s a 
preventive. Moth-ba lls a re effica cious, 
but one prefers the moth 
a lmost. 
Furs, especia lly fa scina te moths. 
The 
prelimina ry step is a thorough comb­ 
ing with a dressing comb; 
nex t, bea t 
w ell, a nd a ir in the sunshine; nex t 
sprinkle w ith gum ca mphor, ceda r 
dust or toba cco lea ves. 
Pla ce the furs 
in ¡» a per sa cks, turn the edges over, 
a nd pa ste down with a strip of m us­ 
lin. 
Printers’ ink is obnox ious to 
moths. 
Ba lls of 'cotton wa dding sa t­ 
ura ted in oil of ceda r a re effectua l in 
trunks. 
Remember, 
this oil sta ins. 
Ca rpets, if infested, must come up, be 
bea ten a nd clea ned. 
Wa sh the floor 
w ith 
benzine, 
then 
sprinkle with 
ca y enne pepper; ta ck down the ca rpet, 
a nd sponge w ith a solution of one 
qua rt of wa ter to one ta blespoonful of 
turpentine, cha nging the wa ter fre­ 
quently . 
A preventive is to press 
every inch of the edge of the ca rpet, 
first da mpening, then pressing w ith a 
hot iron. 
La y a da mp towel on the 
ca rpet, over this a pa per to reta in the 
stea m, then iron. 
Stea m destroy s.”
